Its 
self-contained electronics lets you record 
up to 33 data channels . . . recording 30 
parameters in time shared multiplex form on 
one track and three parameters on remain¬ 
ing tracks for continuous FM data up to 2.5 
kHz. If desired, voice commentary can also 
be recorded simultaneously with data. Its 
built-in multiplex capability lets you see a 
complete dynamic 30-channel bar graph on 
a single external oscilloscope. 

The time base of the data can also be al¬ 
tered to suit your needs. The SP700’s three 
tape speeds allow you (on playback) to 
stretch data (time expansion) by running the 
tape at a slower speed than the original re¬ 
cording. Or, data can be speeded up (time 


contraction). For example, a rapid shock 
wave can be slowed down and examined in 
detail with readout on a CRT display or 
chart recorder. A slowly varying tempera¬ 
ture profile can be accelerated to read a 
trend. A faster playback can be used to feed 
higher speed A-D converters for direct com¬ 
puter reduction and analysis.
